be perceived that, in less than forty years, im one instance—vis., from 
1662 to 1700, the variation varied from itself 9deg. 40 min. ; and this 
may reasonably be expected to occor again ; for, although within the last 
forty years very little change of variation has taken place, yet the laws by 
which it is governed are altogether unknown to as. 

A very short time since a man was suffocated in a coal-pit, owing to 
the pitmen in an adjoining mine having purposely kindled fires, so that 
the draught carried the smoke into the mine in which the sufferers (for 
there were severs!) were at work. Here, then, was a disputed boundary 
question, which hed, no doubt, arisen in consequence of the inaccuracy 
of the surveys. The surface survey having, most probably, been made 
at one time, and under one degree of variation of the compass ; and the 
subterraneous survey made at other times, of course, as the workings 
progressed. Such dispates must constantly occur, and be productive of 
vexatious and expensive lawsuits, as well as the loss of life. 

I would take the liberty, therefore, of suggesting that, as long es the 
cireumferentor is continued to be used, the utmost care should be taken 
to keep it im good working order; and, as the ascertaining of the mag- 
netic variation requires more care, time, and trouble, than mining sur- 
veyors choose to bestow upon it, that the bearing of any other line may 
be taken, in Beu of it, laid down, and properly described on the plan. 
Thus let the bearing of the Kne connecting two permanent objects, as two 
distant pit moaths, or the main pit mouth and the parish church spire, be 
selected ; and let a large stone, properly marked, be sunk in such line 
produced ; over which stone let the cireumferentor be set up, and the 
bearing of the line be carefully taken and recorded ow the plan, as a true 
meridian line. Then, if some such precaution has not been already 
taken, a complete new survey of the whole of the main lines of levels 
should be made, and the magnetic bearing of the new invariable meridian, 
or test line, correetly laid down, with the amount of its variation, or dif- 
ference, from the magnetic meridian, recorded in figures on a new work- 
ing plan. ; 

When additions to the plan are required, the magnetic bearing of the 
test line should be observed, with the needle about to be ased, and if such 
bearing does not coincide with that recorded on the plan, the bearings of 
the lines to be added, should be reduced to bearings from the fixed meri- 
dian, by the usual rules, and protracted accordingly. 

If these precautions were observed, the annual variation of the magne- 
tie meridian would vitiate the plan, however great the length of time du- 
ring which the workings might bein progress. The serveyor would, 
however, still have to contend with diurnal variation, which sometimes 
amounts to twenty minutes in one day, with local attraction, the effects 
of which are incalculable among tram-plates, waggons, tools, &c., and 
with, though last not least, the inherent imperfections of the instrument. 
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A Practical Treatise on the Law af Mines and Minerals. By Wititsam 
Bainnatogr, Esq, Barrister-at-Law. Heory Butterworth. London. 
The title of this work at once is significant of its conteuts, and such as to 
induce the adventurer to be anxious to acquire—and, we may add, the law- 
yer to advance a fee of attendance in its purchase, which my not only pos- 
sess him of much useful and valuable information io his praetice, but save 
many pounds io its acquisition, Mr. Bainbridge, ia his introduction to the 
work under notice, very correctly observes— 

“ The continued and increasing ardour with which mining operations are car- 
ried on in this country, the maguitade of the capital embarked Ww them, and the 
general importance of the subject, have not failed to produce an abundant harvest 
of litygation, the costs of which, indeed, have io some late lustances, almost rivalied 
the proiific subjects of dispute.” 7 

This is too true, and hence we hail with pleasure the appearance of a 
work calculated to disperse seme of those c.ouds which, unfortunately, per- 
vade not only the minds ofadventurers but of professional meo, whose koow- 
ledge on the subjects on which they are consulted too frequentty is acquired 
only by practice, and that at the cost of their clients. Mr. Baiobridge ob- 
serves in his preface, to which we have made reference, that— 

“Tt may justly excite surprise that no legal work should have hitherto appeared, 
whieh should profess to examine and discuss the important and isteres! log ques 
tions which have arisen on the sabject of mines, and to redace them to the form of 
a regular treative. It is the object, therefore, of the following pages to supply this 
devideratum The sources from which this exposition has been drawn are saffi- 
clentiy varions and sca tered, Phe subject, bas, indeed received s» little at ention, 
that there .oes not even exiat a bare evltome of the law respecting it, io the gene. 
ral and elaborate books of legal reference. It has been the pleasing occupation of 
the author to collect and examine the requisite materiais for sueh a work His 
searches have indeed sometimes resembied, both in their character aud result, 
those connected with the ceeupations of which be designed to treat, and, lke the 
miner, be bas often been compelied to traverse the labyrinths of darkness before 
emerging to the light of day.” 

Hefore proceeding to notice the contents of the work, which are highly 
creditable to the talents and industry of the author, as furnisiieg informa. 
tion which could alone be acquired by an intimate connection with the mia- 
ing districts, as well as a legal knowledge of the several points discussed, we 
cannot but make a further quotation from bis introductory pages: —
